GAGE  H.  LOVE 

One  of  the  very  fortunate  events  of  the  year 
1954  for  St.  Andrew's  was  the  arrival  of 
Gage  Ellsworth  Love  as  a  student  at  the 
School,  thereby  starting  twenty-five  years  of 
close  association  with  S.A.C  by  Betty  and 
Gage  Love,  his  parents.  No  one  has  taken  a 
keener  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  School, 
not  only  while  they  were  parents  (a  role  they 
filled  for  fifteen  consecutive  years,  having 
had  four  sons  attend)  but  since.  Betty  served 
as  a  member  of  the  executive  of  the  Ladies 


Guild  for  many  years,  including  two  terms  as 
President,  and  latterly  as  Honourary 
President.  Gage  became  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  in  1959,  serving  a  five 
year  term,  and  again  in  1972.  In  1973,  he 
succeeded  J.K..  Macdonald  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  a 
Governor,  Gage  has  been  a  Trustee  of  the  St. 
Andrew's  College  Foundation  continuously 
since  its  activation  in  1964.  He  retired  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  on 
November  5,  1979. 

At  a  dinner  that  evening,  attended  by 
Governors  and  their  wives  and  the  staff  of 
the  School  and  their  spouses,  the  Loves  were 
presented  with  a  beautiful  water  colour  of 
St.  Andrew's  by  artist  Susan  Hally.  The  view 
is  of  the  lower  fields  as  seen  from  Yonge 
Street  during  an  afternoon  of  sports 
activities,  with  the  Chapel  in  the 
background.  An  excellent  photographic 
portrait  of  Gage  by  Evelyn  Newsome  was 
also  presented  which  they  promptly 
presented  back  to  St.  Andrew's  where  it  will 
hang  in  the  Library. 

After  so  many  years  of  active  association 
with  the  School,  we  know  the  welfare  of  St. 
Andrew's  will  remain  close  to  the  hearts  of 
Betty  and  Gage  Love.  Certainly,  St.

ATHLETIC  BUILDING  OPENED 


On  Saturday,  September  29th,  just  five  months  since  the  first  sod  was  turned,  the  latest 
addition  to  St.  Andrew's  was  officially  opened.  Tied  in  with  HOMECOMING  Day  and 
to  mark  the  80th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  School,  a  crowd  of  some  650  parents. 
Old  Boys  and  friends  gathered  for  the  occasion.  The  ribbon  was  cut  by  Mrs.  Lucille 
Fisher,  widow  of  the  late  Harry  B.  Housser,  who  was  one  of  the  original  students  when  St. 
Andrew's  opened  its  doors  in  1899,  and  an  outstanding  athlete  of  the  time. 

The  building  comprises  a  100'  x  80'  gymnasium  with  an  ample  spectator  gallery,  three 
international  size  squash  courts,  locker  rooms,  dressing  rooms  with  showers  for  visiting 
teams,  physiology  room,  physical  and  health  education  classroom,  equipment  storage 
rooms,  as  well  as  offices  for  the  physical  education  staff.  Another  important  and  popular 
feature  is  a  commissary  which  was  donated  by  the  Ladies  Guild.  It  doubles  as  a  place  to 
serve  the  traditional  "Tuck"  to  teams  after  games,  and  for  the  "friars  Tuck"  operated  by 
the  boys  following  evening  study. 

The  old  gym  is  being  retained  for  team  practices  and  for  intramural  sports,  which  with 
the  new  gymnasium,  should  make  possible  full  implementation  of  the  indoor  athletic 
program. 

Congratulations  are  in  order  to  the  architect.  W.  E.  Barnett,  for  the  excellence  of  design 
of  the  building,  and  to  the  contractors,  Mollenhauer  Limited  for  their  efficiency  and 
thoroughness  in  constructing  it  in  record  time. 

St.  Andrew's  is  extremely  grateful  to  the  more  than  900  corporate  and  individual 
contributors  to  the  Capital  Campaign  which  generated  the  funds  for  the  new  facilities.

The  1979  First  Football  season  began 
with  the  feeling  that  it  would  be  a  rebuilding 
year.  Since  twenty-four  players  graduated 
from  our  1978  Championship  team,  few 
experienced  players  were  returning.  The 
Coaches  soon  discovered  that  we  had  a  hard 
working  and  determined  group  to  work 
with.  The  veteran  players,  headed  by  our 
Captain,  Jerry  Johnston,  showed  their 
leadership  abilities  and  the  young  men  who 
moved  up  from  our  well  coached  Second 
team  filled  the  empty  positions  in  rapid 
order. 

Our  first  two  games  were  won  by  our 
defense,  7-0  over  Newmarket  High  School 
and  12-1  in  our  Homecoming  game  against 

•eby.  In  perhaps  our  best  game  of  the 
the  offense  came  of  age  and  we 
defeated  Ridley  College  34-13  on  their  own 
field  before  their  Homecoming  crowd. 

Overconfident  and  undermotivated,  we 
next  played  our  worst  game  losing  to  winless 
Hillfield  College  16-13.  We  then  discovered 


ourselves  in  the  position  to  control  our  own 
fate.  By  defeating  Trinity  College  and  Upper 
Canada  we  could  win  the  I. S.A.A. 
Championship. 

Travelling  to  Port  Hope  we  took  on 
Trinity,  the  team  that  usually  gives  us  our 
toughest  game.  Led  by  the  fine 
quarterbacking  of  Thane  Russell,  we  played 
well,  winning  33-15,  Upper  Canada, 
undefeated  but  once  tied  and  in  first  place, 
one  point  ahead  of  St.  Andrew's,  had  to 
come  to  Aurora  for  the  final  game. 


Upper  Canada  led  7-1  in  the  third  quarter 
when  we  lost  Thane  Russell,  to  injury.  Scott 
Byberg  moved  from  flanker  to  quarterback. 
His  leadership  and  passing  moved  us  to  two 
touchdowns  in  the  fourth  quarter  and  the 
championship,  15-7. 

It  was  a  team  victory,  each  player  rising  to 
the  occasion  when  called  upon  and  they  all 
worked  and  played  hard.  From  the  Coaches" 
viewpoint,  a  very  pleasant  and  satisfactory 
season.

On  two  occasions  last  Fall,  St.  Andrew's 

•ke  to  find  paint  had  been  liberally 
shed  on  doors  during  the  night.  On 
another  occasion  a  couple  of  years  ago,  a 
group  entered  Flavelle  House  in  the  late 
night  or  early  morning  hours.  In  addition  to 
causing  a  disturbance,  fire  extinguishers 
were  emptied  and  other  damage  inflicted. 

When  S.A.C.  football  and  soccer  teams 
arrived  at  T.C.S.  on  October  27  last  they 
were  greeted  by  S.A.C.  slogans  painted  on 
roadways  and  refuse  containers  around  the 
campus.  St.  Andrew's  later  was  called  upon 
to  send  a  cheque  to  T.C.S.  as  compensation 
for  the  cost  of  removal. 

These  acts  of  what  can  only  be  called 
vandalism  are  very  disturbing  to  the  School 
and  the  Association,  because  evidence 
points  to  S.A.C.  Old  Boys  as  the  culprits  and 
some  have  been  identified.  The  acts  have 
been  described  as  pranks  committed  in  a 
spirit  of  exuberance,  possibly  even 
throughtlessness.  Whatever  the  motivation, 
it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  they  will  stop.  Not 
only  are  these  incidents  costly  in  time  and 
effort  required  to  clean  up,  but  in  actual  out- 
of-pocket  expense.  They  also  set  a  bad 
example  for  the  present  students. 

In  the  case  of  visitation  involving  damage 
to  other  schools,  it  is  a  futile  exercise.  Futile 
because  it  usually  results  in  firing  up 
students  of  the  offended  school,  and  their 
teams,  and  invites  retaliation  in  some  form. 
The  Headmaster  and  the  Association 
executive     earnestly     hope     that     those 

lonsible  will  realize  the  seriousness  of 
■  acts  and  that  everyone  will  take  steps  to 
discourage  any  further  attempts  at  this  sort 
of  misplaced  enthusiasm.

JACK  BENNET  RETIRES 


Alter  twenty-seven  years  of  dedicated 
service  to  St.  Andrew's.  Jack  Bennet  has 
retired  as  Bursar.  He  is  being  retained  as 
consultant  for  the  balance  of  the  current 
School  year,  to  assist  his  successor,  Mr. 
Howard  Tetlock. 

Between  them,  Ina  and  Jack  Bennet  have 
a  total  of  thirty-six  years  of  service  at  the 
School,  since  Ina  was  the  Headmaster's 
secretary  for  nine  years,  both  before  and 
after  her  marriage  to  Jack 

At  a  dinner,  held  at  the  School  to  honour 
jointly  Gage  Love's  retirement  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  Jack's  as 
Bursar,  the  Bennets  were  recipients  of  a 
microwave  oven  by  their  colleagues.  Dick 
Gibb,  as  the  member  of  staff  with  the  longest 
service  (34  years)  made  the  presentation 
address  in  his  own  witty  style.  We  felt  his 
address  was  worthy  of  wider  circulation  and 
so  we  reproduced  it  here. 

On  a  subsequent  occasion,  the  students  ol 
the  School  also  made  a  presentation  to  the 
Bennets  of  a  very  handsome  silver  tray  and 
two  wine  goblets 

Ina  and  Jack  have  bought  a  house  in 
Newmarket  and  will  be  moving  there 
sometime  next  summer.  St.  Andrew's  looks 
forward  to  seeing  them  often. 


QUOTING  DICK 

Jack  Archibald  Bennet  was  born  at  0135 
hours  on  the  8th  day  of  August  1911  at  the 
Montreal  General  Hospital.  Right  from  the 
start  he  was  something  of  an  enigma. 

\s  1  am  always  determined  to  be  100', 
truthful,  1  must  pass  over  his  childhood 
simply  due  to  the  sparsity  of  available 
accurate  information.  After  all,  there  are 
very  tew  people  left  who  were  alive  at  that 
time  -  and,  in  any  case,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
conjure  up  a  realistic  and  loving  image  of  the 
infant  Bennet.  Nevertheless,  he  must  have 
developed  reasonably  well  physically  as  he 
was  regarded  as  a  key  man  on  the  Varsity 
football  and  hockey  teams  of  1931. 

The  first  occasion  on  which  he  really 
comes  to  our  attention  is  on  the  10th  of 
September  1940  when,  after  being  turned 
down  by  both  the  Army  and  Air  Force,  he 
turns  up  as  a  young  acting  Sub  Lieutenant  in 
the  R.C.N.  The  R.C.N.,  showing  far  more 
than  the  usual  bureaucratic  mental  alertness 
and  swiftness  of  action  had,  by  the  25th  of 
that  same  September,  got  rid  of  him  to  the 
Royal  Navy. 

One  of  the  puzzles  is  that  Jack  struggled 
through  the  rigorous  basic  training  of  the 
Royal  Navy  in  three  weeks  -  record  time.  It 
must  have  been  very  much  to  everyone's 
surprise  and  one  can  only  surmise  that  the 
Roval  Navy  had  by  this  time  realised  with 
the  quickness  of  perception  one  associates 


with  the  British  High  Command  that  they 
had  bought  a  lemon  and  that  the  quickest 
and  most  complete  solution,  hopefully,  was 
to  put  him  in  command  of  an  M.T.B.  with 
one  of  those  old  and  rather  unreliable 
Thorneycraft  engines  and  assign  him  to 
patrol  the  French  and  Belgian  coastlines 
well  within  the  range  of  the  highly  accurate 
Na/i  coastal  batteries. 

But  Bennet  outwitted  both  the  Nazi 
gunners  and  the  brass  of  the  British  Navy  in 
their  attempts  to  dispose  of  him.  One  of  the 
most  refreshing  incidents  of  his  wartime 
career  and  one  of  the  truly  remarkable 
events  in  the  annals  of  British  Naval  History 
occurred  very  soon  after  he  had  taken 
command  of  his  M.T.B. 

Lieut.  Bennet  left  with  his  flotilla  for 
patrol  of  the  enemy  coast.  His  was  the  last 
boat  in  the  line  and  the  flotilla  commander 
had  ordered  him  to  stay  directly  aft  of  the 
M.T.B.  ahead  and  to  veer  neither  to  port  nor 
to  starboard.  There  was  a  heavy  following 
sea  as  they  headed  full  speed  up  the  Channel. 
The  arm  signal  "immediate  slow"  was 
signalled  from  bridge  to  bridge,  but  on 
Bennet's  bridge  it  went  unobserved  or  not 
understood.  Still  at  full  speed  ahead  and 
almost  surfing  on  a  massive  following  wave, 
his  M.T.B.  literally  mounted  the  boat  in 
front  of  him. 

When  they  finally  disengaged.  Jack  found 
his  boat  seriously  holed  forward.  The  only 
solution  was  to  go  slowly  astern  (to  avoid  the 
water  rushing  in  forward)  to  the  naval  base 
at  Portland.  As  he  entered  the  harbour  of 
that  great  base,  he  lined  up  the  crew  to  salute 
the  brass  who  had  assembled  on  the  dock  to 
greet  this  remarkable  young  Canadian 
Horatio  Hornblower. 

Strangely,  the  court  martial  did  not  result 
in  his  return  to  Canada.  Perhaps  they  were 
still  hoping  for  the  permanent  solution. 
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And  so  to  1945  -  return  to  his  old  firm;  a 
period  of  restlessness. 

Then  the  redoubtable  Lyman  Tomkins 
quits  the  bursarship  at  S.A.C.  after  Wright, 
Bear  Allen,  Ives,  Bradley,  Macfarlane  and 
other  of  the  more  rowdy  staff  members  had, 
during  one  of  our  staff  celebrations,  thrown 
him  ami  his  new  suit  into  the  swimm^^ 
pool.  ^^ 

And  who  have  we  at  the  gates  of  St. 
Andrew's  but  Lieut.  Commander  J.  Bennet, 
R.N.,  R.C.N. 

He  immediately  showed  his  remarkable 
capacity  for  work  and  concern  for  the  well 
being  of  St.  Andrew's  and  for  his  friends  and 
colleagues.  However,  he  was  still  somewhat 
heavy  footed  socially.  He  played  hooker  for 
the  Ives  team  in  the  rugger  scrums  we  held 
periodically  in  the  Staff  common  room,  but 
was  always  on  the  losing  side  as  Macfarlane 
and  1  were  amongst  the  opposition. 

Connie  Wright  will  also  remember  quite 
vividly,  I  believe,  his  tendency  to  physical 
clumsiness.  Jack  was  the  horse  and  Connie 
the  jockey  on  one  of  the  mock  battles  we 
staged  on  occasions  such  as  New  Years  and 
end  of  term.  He  collapsed  and  dumped  his 
jockey  so  violently  that  Connie  could  not  sit 
down  for  several  days. 

On  the  other  hand  -  what  a  friend!  Marie 
had  been  away  in  France  for  a  month  or  so, 
leaving  Stan  with  very  clear  instructions  that 
she  expected  Stan  to  follow  a  certain  routine 
of  housework.  Suddenly,  Stan  realised  there 
was  one  day  only  before  her  return  and  the 
house  (Flavelle.  where  David  and  Mary 
Timms  now  live)  was  certainly  not  look 
its  best.  So  we  decided  on  a  group  effor 
put  things  right.  Unfortunately,  Juanita,  one 
of  the  memorable  characters  of  York 
County,  turned  up  to  help  with  the  result 
that  little  cleaning  up  was  achieved  -  in  fact, 
further  minor  chaos  had  been  inflicted  by 
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champagne  corks  and  other  light  missiles. 
Stan  was  quite  despondent  but  was 
preparing  to  face  the  inevitable,  manfully 
andnhilosophically.  Rather  like  the  marines 
o^^fcali\.  or  whatevei  it  is.  along  comes 
.la^Wvith  that  great  carpenter,  Charlie 
Badger,  the  dexterous  engineer,  Bill  Biggar, 
and  a  staff  of  cleaner-uppers.  The  house  was 
put  together  in  quick  time  and  Marie  was 
much  impressed  (and  probably  surprised)  by 
the  conscientious  and  zealous  attention  Stan 
had  paid  to  her  instructions.

Ina 
was  Ken  Ketchum's  secretary.  She  lived  in 
what  is  now  Don  and  Wendy  Stuart's 
apartment.  Not  only  was  she  secretary,  but 
she  played  a  very  full  part  on  many  of  the 
School  activities.  They  were  married  in  the 
Chapel  and  we  gave  them  a  cheerful  send  off 
from  the  steps  of  Ken  and  Esther  Ketchum's 
house.  Since  then  they  have  lived  on  the 
School  property  in  one  of  the  houses  of  Skid 
Row,  just  behind  us.  Ina  has  played  an 
exceptional  role  in  the  life  of  the  School  - 
unfortunately  a  little  restricted  by  the 
portable  still  she  has  to  carry  with  her  now. 
Nobody  has  been  kinder,  more  thoughtful.

HAM  THORBURN 

William  Hamilton  Alexander  Thorburn 
attended  St.  Andrew's  College  for  only  one 
year  (1925-26).  The  School  must  have  left  a 
deep  impression  on  him  because  he  became 
one  of  the  most  loyal  Old  Boys  and 
dedicated  a  substantial  portion  of  his  time  to 
its  affairs. 

Ham  was  President  of  the  Old  Boys 
Association  from  1957  to  1960,  and  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  Building  & 
Scholarship  Campaign  which  got  underway 
during  that  time.  He  became  a  member  of 


the  Board  of  Governors  in  1957  and  served 
until  1969.  He  also  served  as  a  Trustee  and 
Honourary  Trustee  of  the  S.A.C. 
Foundation.  Both  before  and  after  these 
undertakings.  Ham  rarely  declined  to  take 
part  in  activities  for  the  School  whenever  he 
was  asked,  which  was  often. 

His  two  sons  both  attended  St.  Andrew's - 
Drew  1952  -  57  and  Rob  1955  -  59,  and  his 
wife,  Emice,  is  a  life  member  of  the  Ladies 
Guild. 

Ham's  entire  working  life  was  spent  in  the 
investment  business,  and  he  was  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Toronto 
Stock  Exchange  in  1970.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  on  September  16th,  1979,  he  was  still 
active  with  Burns  Fry  Limited  in  Toronto. 

The  Andrean  extends  the  sympathy  of  the 
Association  and  the  School  to  his  family, 
who  have  asked  that  any  recognition  of  Ham 
be  in  the  form  of  a  donation  in  his  memory 
to  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation.
